fa Portage Lumbermen Take Options on Edmonton Prop-| 


erty and Look for Heavy Contracts 


Walter Ross and F. C. Hall, of Ken- 
ora, the founders and heaviest stock- 
holders of the Rat Portage Lumber 
Co., have been in the city for the past 
few days on what may be business of 
great importance for Edmonton. Ru- 
mors have been‘ floating about the city 
for the past few days, which Mr. Ross 
confirmed last night, that he and his 
partner along with some eastern capi- 
talists intend to go into the coal 
mining business here on a large scale 
and put the indusiry on a proper bas- 
is. 

Mr. Ross was seen at the Alberta 
last night and when asked if it was a 
fact that he was interesting himself in 
the coal mining business here, said 
that he was here to see what could be 
done.. He had taken options, he said 
on certain coal lands, the location of 
which he refused to give, and he was 
now going to Winnipeg to negotiate 
with the heads of the railways to see 
what could be done in the way of con- 
tract. If he secured contracts, the op- 
tions would be taken up and the work 
commenced right away to lay out for 
coil min'ng ona very large scale. Mr. 
Ross said that it was no small thing 
that they were figuring on, and that 
if they made arrangements to go ahead 
there would be a2 very large expen- 
diture in this vicinity, probabiy not less 
than half a million dollars. He states 
that there will be no stock on the 
market as he and his friends are ready 
to put in all the capital necessary. The 
developments foreshadowed by the ar- 
rival of Messrs. Ross and Hali on the 
scene here are what have been foreseen 


here by coal men for many months 
past. Tho tests by the Cancdian Nor- 
thern have proven that the Admonton 
coal is practicable for railroautng pur- 
poses and the only reason at the pre- 
eent time that the coal supply for that 
road is being brought in from Blair- 
more is that the mines here are not in 
a position to get the coal out of the 
ground. At the present time there are 
no mines working on the track and the 
total production of the mines within 
four or five miles of the town is not 
over 400 or 500 tons a day. Practically 
speaking, the industry is only in its 
infancy and until large capital is put 
"in and the works prosecuted in immedi- 
at?-proximity to the railway on a large 
scale no large contracts could be plac- 
ed here by the companies. It has been 
evident for some time past that the ne- 
cessities of the Canadian Northern 
alone would be sufficient to induce 
heavy capital to develope the coal re- 
sources of the Edmonton district on a 
large scale and there is no doubt that 
the coal mining business of this vicini- 
ty is going to undsrgo a great change 
in the immedia‘e future—a change such 
as will substitute for the crude neces- 
sarily small methods which have pre- 
vailed in the past a system of mining 
similar to Fernie and Lethbridge. Ed- 
monton is undoubtedly due to become 
the coal centre of the whole north- 
western country and the arrival of 
Messrs. Ross and Hall indicates that 
the change is coming soon.
